Trump offers 
‘domination’ 
as a model 


President says the ‘silent 
majority’ backs his actions

WASHINGTON — Claiming Tuesday 
that he is backed by a “silent majority,” 
President Donald Trump turned the 
nation’s capital into a model for the 
overwhelming force he believes critical 
to stop sometimes-violent protests that 
have spread across the country in a time 
of racial unrest. 

The violent dispersal of peaceful 
protests near the White House the night 
before was a potent symbol of Trump’s 
policing tactics and a physical manifesta- 
tion of the rhetorical culture war he has 
stoked since before he was elected. 
Moments after Lafayette Park was 
cleared, Trump walked across to pose 
with a Bible in front of a church 
damaged by fire during protests the 
previous evening.

Turmoil, cleanups and wary eyes 


As Illinois National Guard members 
were preparing to be deployed in subur- 
ban Chicago on Tuesday evening, com- 
munities including Naperville, Joliet and 
Cicero were cleaning up from the previ- 
ous night’s unrest and in some cases only 
beginning to deal with potential fallout. 

In Cicero, residents were warned to 
stay indoors after two men were shot 
dead and numerous stores were looted. 


glass, debris and other remnants of 
rioting the night before, when participa- 
nts threw bricks, rocks and water bot- 
tles at police. 

In Joliet, questions were raised about 
the mayor’s involvement in crowd con- 
trol during that city’s unrest. A video 
circulating Tuesday showed Bob 
O’Dekirk, a former police officer, grab- 
bing and shoving a protester, but the

Mayor Lori Lightfoot is pushing ahead 
with plans to allow businesses to start 
gradually reopening Wednesday, though 
how much of Chicago actually opens 
back up will vary by neighborhood. 

Many store owners are dealing with 
empty shelves and shattered windows 
amid the aftermath of looting. A 9 p.m. 
curfew remains in effect. Demonstrators 
continue to march. And the coronavirus 
threat still looms. But bridges will be 
lowered, and many downtown streets 
will reopen. 

Lightfoot’s announcement caught 
some by surprise, since over the weekend 
she had suggested civic unrest following 
the death of George Floyd at the hands of 
Minneapolis police could delay the 
reopening. The mayor said she made the 
call after consulting with numerous local 
business owners, chambers of commerce 
and aldermen. Lightfoot said she raised 
the question frequently as she toured 
damaged businesses in several neighbor- 
hoods on Monday. 

“Everywhere I went, I asked the 
question, ‘Should we open? Or should we 
delay?” Lightfoot said. “And to universal 
acclaim, emphatically, what I heard from 
people was, ‘Mayor, we have to step 
forward. We have to open.” 

The decision means that local restau- 
rants can reopen with outside dining, 
retail shops can welcome customers, 
personal services businesses such as 
salons and barbershops can open up and 
other businesses such as hotels can start 


Many arrests. Great job done by all. 
Overwhelming force. Domination,” 
Trump tweeted Tuesday, after a night in 
which heavily armed military forces and 
federal officers swarmed the city. Trump 
added: “(thank you President Trump!).” 

The president wanted to make the 
aggressive action in the nation’s capital 
— where he wields disproportionate 
powers — an example for the rest of the 
country, a senior White House official 
said Tuesday, speaking on condition of 
anonymity because the official was not 
authorized to discuss internal thinking. 

Trump hoped his personal walk to the 
church, after federal officials dispersed 
protesters, would send a message about 
how dominant force could restore law 
and order. 

The president has threatened that if 
states do not take tough enough action,
